2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 
Reference is made to the following document: 
Dl: KR 2002-47866 (22. June. 2002) 

1. Claims 1-6 of the present invention relate to acrylate compounds represented by formulas 1 
and 2 and a method of manufacturing the same; and a copolymer represented by formula 3 and 
a method of manufacturing the same. However said acrylate compounds are the same as an 
acrylate compound disclosed in examples 4 and 7 of Dl, and said method is also the same as 
the condensing method of alcohol and carbonyl chloride of Dl. Thus claims 1-6 are not novel 
under PCT Article 33(2). 

2. Claims 11-16 of the present invention relate to a photoresist composition, more particularly 
to the use and used amount of copolymers represented by formulas 3-5 as a resin, and a 
photoacid generator comprising an organic base selected from the group consisting of 
triethylamine, etc. and onium salt as additives and the amount thereof. Dl discloses the 
copolymer represented by formula 3 of the present invention in example 4, and the additives 
and their amounts of the present claims 12-16 are the same as or included into those 
disclosed in examples 3-12 of Dl. Thus claims 11-16 of the present invention are not novel 
under PCT Article 33(2). 

3. Claims 7 and 8 of the present invention relate to a terpolymer and a method of 
manufacturing the same, characterized in that said terpolymer has acrylate, norbomene 
compound, and maleic anhydride as monomers respectively and is represented by formula 4. 
However Dl discloses a terpolymer which has acrylate, norbornene compound, and maleic 
anhydride as monomers respectively in example 6. Though the norbomene compound of the 
present invention is a norbomene ester compound, differently from the norbomene compound 
of Dl. both has substantially the same norbornene structure. In addition, the monomers of the 
present invention other than norbomene are the same as those of Dl and there is no 
indication in the present invention concerning the particular effect caused by said norbomene 
ester. Thus claims 7-8 of the present invention are considered to be readily invented by a 
person skilled in the art from the prior art document. 
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
